FOR MORGAN

TWELVE AND A HALF YEARS
IMPRISONMENT.

Was Convicted on Three Charges of
Forgery and One of False Pretense.
Is Now 47 Years of Age, Is Well
Pducated and Regarded by the Au-
thorities as a Very Dangerous Man.
The Sentence Was Imposed by
Judge Newcomb—Harry Willlams
on Trial for Buying Car Axles.

Fred Morgan was yesterday found
gullty on three charges of rorgery and
one of false predenses, and was Fen-
tenced to twelve vears and gix months
fn the Eastorn penltentinry. e was
given three years and elx monthg on
ench of the charges of forgery and two
yeitrs for fulse pretenses,

Morgan Is congldered one of the most
fangerous men that “as been tried In
1he loeal couprts for muny yoars, He |a
highly eduecnted, extremely  cunning,
nnd, aeccording to his own ndmlesions,
haa lived by hls wits for twenty-five
Y ars, He 18 now fortyv-seven. He
knows all the detalls of the banking
business and Is an expert penman,

Although nothing detinlte I8 known
rthout his past carcer, it I8 prnhnhl»-‘
thiat this 18 not hig first venture In the
forgery line. Tt is known that his right
name (8 not Fred Morgan, that wing
the name of o friend of his who lives
nt Long Branch, N. I,

Morgan had a long statement oon-
corning hlg cnse wreltten, which eoverpd
cighty-two puges of legal eap. This he
wanted ta resd tp the jury Monday,
Tt by adviee of his counsel the jury
wat saved the necessity of Ustening to
it. It I8 an exceptionally well written
document, and the defense constructed
in It is most Ingenlous.

Morgan and the Judge.

After the jury returned its verdiot of
rullty yesterday morning, Judge New-
eomb ealled the convicted man before
him, and this dialogue followed:

Willinms Tried.

Horry Wilkams  wuas  tricd  befoppe
Judge Bdwards for buying car axles
from Robert Marghall and Johi Keeley,
hoys aged M4 and 15 respectively, the
axles having been stolen from the Bulls
Heod Coal Company. The transaction
pocurred last August. The boys went
on the stand and admitied stealing the
axles and selling them to Willlams,
One of them, Keeley, sald that Supers
intendent of police Day told them to tell
the truth about the case and they
would et up on him, This the defense
tried to congtrue into an effort on the
part of the police department to bulld
up a fletitious case against Willlams.
The latter denied abeolutely having
purchased anything fiom the boys who
groused him.

There were o1 number of junk dealers
In court and In charging the jury Judge
Fdwards made some vemarks that were
probably intended for them as well as
the jurors. He sald that junk dealers
pught to be more cautious in their pur-
rhases from boys and when the latler
pffer any articles of value that have not
been discarded they should Inquire who
the owner s and buy from the owner
rather than the boys. When boys find
It o easy to dispose of articles that
tome Into thelr posscssion it (s an In-
ducement for them to steal. The jury
bad not returned Its verdict at the hour
& willournment,

Conatabla M. J. Gaughan, of Oly-
phant, Chist of Police James McHals,
of Archbald and Peter Willlams of the
Ridge at Archbald were tried before
Judge Newecomb for committing an as-
rault and battery on Mrs. Mary Lavin,
of Priceburg. Willlame had loat a cow
and Mre. Lavin was charged with hnve-
fug 1t In her possession. Gaughan had
a search warrant for the cow, McHale
a warrant charging Mrs. Lavin with
the theft of the cow and Willlams was
taken along to identify tha animal
When they went (o the alable to search
for the cow It s alleged that the throa
mon handled Mrs, Lavin very roughly.

Mrs. Lavin Opposed Them.

The accused men testified that Mrs.
Lavin did every thing in her power to
prevent them from ecarrying oul the
dutles they were there to perform aml
that ghe gtruek them with guch articles
na she could reach. The verdict was
not gullty and the prosecutris wns di-
rected to pay twosthirds of the costs
and the defendantd one-thivd,

Willlnm YWhithesly was tried for come-

W, Decker. The partles live In Brown
Hollow, It appeared from the testi-
mony that Decker wuer responsible for
whatever agsault was committed upon
him and a verdict of not gullty wias res
turned and the costy divided.

When eourt adjourncd  Mrs.  Ellen
Welch of BEvang’ court, West Seranton,
wns on trial hefore Judge Neweomb
charged with being a common  &ealil,
Mre, Dinah Monegus is the prosecutiix,

Michael Duffy, who lives at the 1tidge
in Archbald, was tried for misdemenn-
or in office. It is alleged that while
taking Anthony Chliwinsky to the coun-
ty jall on June 15, 1902, he told his pris-
oner he would release him for $10. e
recelved the money but nevertheless
landed his man in jail.

It appeared thar Duffy is not an of-
ficer and that he was merely dolng a
favor for the eonstable panneécted with
Juetice of the Peace Munley's nffide at
Archbald in taking the prlaoner to the
county dnil. Duffy admitted having re-
ceivad $1 from Chllwiniskl, Judge d-!
wirds sald Duffy could not he convieted
of the offense for whieh he was ju-
dleted but sent the jury out just be-
fore adiournment to dispose of the
